No game has been played in the west for

MAROONS WILD WITH JOY. 


ROOTERS SURGE INTO FIELD AND 
CARRY PLAYERS ON SHOULDERS. 


Enthusiasm of Midway Students, “Old 
Grads,”’ and Professors Bursts All 
Bounds When Game Is Won—Dis- 
appointments of Four Years Are 
Forgotten by Triumphant Crowd, 
Which Surrounds Victorious Eleven 
—Demonstration for Coach Stags. 


The moment the whistle blew, announcing 
the close of the game, the enthusiasm of the 
thousands of Chicago rooters on the east and 
south bleachers broke loose. For four 
years Chicago men had been waiting to see 
the maroon triumph over the maize and biue. 
Four times had Michigan and Chicago met 
and for three of the four the supporters of 
the men from the Midway had left the field 
disappointed. When it became certain the 


hitherto invincible machine of Yost had been 


defeated, that Chicago had won from its 
hereditary rivals, the men who. had been 
waiting for victory since 1901 rushed out 
upon the field, a shouting, swirling moh, 
triumphant. 

The scene that followed cannot be ade- 
quately described. Feeling pent up through 
four years of Michigan success burst its 
bounds. In a twinkling Capt. Catlin was 
raised upon the shoulders of a half dozen 
and carried careening like an unevenly bal- 
lasted ship across the field to the Bartlett 
gymnasium. His teammates found like 
transportation, and were carried in his wake 
to the narrow gate at the eastern side of the 
field, and there reluctantly let down: 


Carry Stagg Around Field. 

The great demonstration came, however, 
when Coach Stagg was discovered in the act 
of slipping quietly from the field. When he 
was lifted in the air nothing less than the 
entire circuit. of the field could satisfy the 
hundreds who followed him, and when he 
finally was set down at the steps of the Bart- 
lett gymnasium, with battered hat and 
breathless, he looked as if he, too, had been 
through two thirty-five minute halves of 
fierce scrimmage. 

Within the training quarters of the gym- 
nasium was bedlam. Old “ grads,’ former 
wearers of the C,“ even members of the 
faculty, were clasping hands, laughing, 
shouting, and throwing arms about one an- 
other. 


“Old Grads’? Out in Force. 

Nerves strained from the tenseness of the 
three hours’ struggle were relaxed. Assist- 
ant Coach Fred Spetk, who fought Michigan 
three years in vain, was there. Speidel, the 
substitute full back, who made a name fo 
himself in the game with the Wolverines at 
Ann Arbor last year, was another. Billy ”’ 
Schnur, star half back two years ago: Dea- 
con John Koehler, Herb Ahlswede, Col.“ 
Speed, and others who have worn the ma- 
roon in gridiron battles during other years 
all gathered in the basement of the gym- 
nasium and added their voices to the din of 
undergraduate enthusiasts and the players. 

Stagg Dances with Professor. 

When Stagg finally succeeded in rescuing 
himself from the hands of his friends outside 
he entered the gymnasium. Immediately 
he was pounced upon by those who had been 
waiting for him inside. Prof. Oliver Thatch- 
er, Chicago rooter extraordinary, embraced 
him, and the two did a cross between a dou- 
ble shuffle and a cakewalk. Espying Frank 
Bell, passenger agent for the Wisconsin 
Central ,another of the faithful, standing on 
the outskirts of the crowd, Stagg broke from 
the embrace of Prof. Thatcher and, with 
Mr. Bell for partner, repeated the dance. 

Bezdek, who had just completed his four 
years of football, was seated, minus jersey, 
on a bench in another part of the roont. 
Unmindful of the grime on the visage of 
the stocky full back, the veteran coach 
threw his arms about him. Beautiful, Bez- 
dek—beautiful!'’ said Stagg, and Bezdek 
grinned back his happiness at the coach. 
Others of the players were greeted in simi- 
larly affectionate fashion, while the noise 
continued unabated, a stream of hoarse, ex- 
uberant jubilation. 


Players Bruised but Smiling. 

In another room players were stretched 
upon marble slabs, submitting to the minis- 
trations of their trainers. Walker was found 
running hot water over his injured knee. 
Search for Fekersall finally revealed him 
lying up to his neck in a tub of hot water. 
A friend leaned over him to whisper con- 
gratulations, and FPckie smiled. ; 

In fact, the smile was common property 
to all the players. Tired, bruised, worn out, 
they all wore the They were feeling 
bad in muscle and wind, every move toid 
them of a new sore spot, but internally they 
were at peace. They had fought well, had 
won, and were happy. 

Coeds Attend Players’ Banquet. 

The Thanksgiving dinner, with which the 
squad broke training, was something rew in 
football history at the Midway school. For 
the first time since football dinners have been 
held coeds were invited guests. 

Tables were spread in the training quarters 
in Hitchcock hall, and at each table were 
seated two of the players and two coeds. 
At the close of the supper Coach Stags, Capt. 
Catlin, and members of th. squad were e lled 
upon for speeches. The coach complimented 
his men upon the victory they had won, 
placing credit upon the spirit with which the 
men entered the game. 


Tells of Yost’s Promise. 
“Last spring, when we won the confer- 
ence track meet,” said Stagg, Coach Yost 


STAGG- AND HIS PLAYERS TALK | 


COACH A. A. STAGG, CHICAGO—It was a 
great battle, and naturally I am pleased 
that our eleven won the western champion- 
ship from such a strong aggregation as the 
Michigan team. The teams were highly de- 
‘veloped, but the defense of both was so 
deadly that neither could keep the ball for 
many consecutive five yard gains. I think 
Chicago was a little stronger, both defens- 
ively and offensively. Most 
surprised at Chicago's defense, but I think 
it has beén underestimated all season. 
I have the greatest of praise for every 
man on the Chicago team. The men 
gave an exhibition of Chitago pluck and 
spirit which will stand as an ideal In 
the athletic story of the university. The 
play which won the championship was the 
result of some quick thinking. Badenoch 
tackled Clark as he came over his own goal 


line, and Catlin, with rare presence of mind | 


and recognizing his great opportunity, 
swung the Michigan man back over the line 
and forced the safety. 


CAPT. MARC CATLIN of Chicago—Chicago 
won on its great fighting spirit and Mr. 
Stagg's coaching. I think, perhaps, that it 
was the coaching more than tne spirit of the 
team. Our team play was the keenest I 
have ever seen since I have been at CHleago. 
The new plays were bully. They worked 
to perfection. Mr. Stagg is undoubtedly 
the geratest coach in the west. The de- 
termination with which our men went into 
that fight from the start made me feel sure 
that we would come out of it with nothing 
less than a tie score. It was the last game 
of my career, and Lam happy that I have 
closed it with a victory. I have worked for 
four years to beat Michigan, and at last we 
have succeeded. 


WALTER ECKERSALL—I believe we are 
just about two points better than M.chigan 
this year. There is not a great deal of 
difference between the two teams, but Chi- 
cago is better and deserved to win. We 
fought for everything that was in us, and 
this had much to do with our victory. Mr. 
Stagg had some new evolutions to spring, 
and I think they. were a decided success. 
I believe we will rub it into Michigan next 
year.

COACH YOST, Michigan—I can say Iittle 
more than that Michigan was defeated in 
one of the best amd hardest fought games 
I ever witnessed. The two teams as a 
whole were about equal, but I believe Gar- 
rela had the better of Eckersall in the 
kicking part of the battle. Garrel sur- 
prised me. He has shown that he is one 
of the greatest football players in the west. 


The work of the Michigan ends was far 


better than I expected, and I cannot praise 
them too highly. Both Chicago and Mich- 
igan played a degensive game that hardly 
could be improved upon, considering the 
great strength of the elevens: In regard to 
the score that lost the game to Michigan, 
I have nothing to say except that it was 
a mistake to try to run the ball out after it 
had been kicked in goal. The Michigan 
team fought a good fight and I am satis- 
fied with its work, even if our five years’ 
record of victories has been shattered. In 
regard to the ruling which put Curtis out 
of the game, I would like to say something 
had we won. As it is, we have no seur 
grapes to offer except that the action 
hardly seemed warranted. Curtis always 
has played a clean game. But we are 
beaten and we congratulate Chicago on the 
great victory. 


DIRECTOR CHARLES BAIRD, Michigan— 
Luck was against Michigan and we lost 
one of the hardest battles ever fought on 
Marshall field. We accept the result with- 
out a complaint so far as the game itself 
was concerned. The maroons played mag- 
nificent ball. but I do feel that our chances 
for winning would have heen sure if Curtis 
had not been taken out. The ruling, so far 
as I could see, was unfair, and I think 
Rhinehart lost his head for a few moments 
when he acted on the case. The play 
showed that the teams were evenly 
matched. As for Michigan, the boys were 
up against the hardest proposition in sev- 
eral years, and this fact, together with 
their luck. which seemed to be against 
them, lost the game. 

CURTIS, Michigan—I can’t express in words 
how sorry I am over the incident that put 
me out of the game. I certainly was not 
unfair to Eckersall and ysed no slugging 
tactics against him. I didn't even touch 
him with my hands. and the ruling was 
made absolutely without cause. I have 
tried to play clean football always, and I 
cannot see why I was picked out for such 
an unwarranted disgrace. The teams both 
played a star game of bail, and there is no 
complaint to offer over the result. I do 
wish I had deen in the game, however, for 
now I feel to blame for our hard luck. 


CAPT. NORCROSS, quarter back, Michigan 
—It was a hard fought battle and Chicago 
won, that’s all. I don't feel like talking 
over the result. because it was such a dis- 
appointment to me. It was my last game 
and I had hoped we would win. Although 
I have a year more to play I shall not go 
back next year. I feel that I have finished 
up my work on the team. Iam sorry Mich- 
igan had such bad luck, but it couldn't 
be helped. I never fumbled in all my two 
years’ playing as much as I did in this 
game, but I couldn't help it. My head was 
painting me and I couldn't see the ball when 
it was punted to me. I was to blame fer 
many of our losses. 


NEIL SNOW, end and full back in 1001 
Michigan lost the game when Curtis was 
taken out. I think we would have wen 
with the big tackle in the line. However, 
Chicago surprised all of. us. Stagg’s men 
played magnificent ball and the eleven was 
much stronger than I had supposed. Cur- 
tis was removed without cause and that 
was the one disagreeable feature of the 
game. I think the teams were about even- 
ly matched, but after all we are beaten and 
Chicago fought a great battle. We couldn't 
expect to be invincible. 


UMPIRE RHINEHART—Spectators at the 
game will look back upon today’s contest for 
years to come as one of the greatest strug- 
gles between two evenly matched elevens 
that the game of football has ever known. 


Michigan, though beaten, was not disgraced " 


through the defeat suffered at the bands of 
Stagg’s marvelous machine. I regret that 
I am unable to add that the contest was un- 
marked by rough play, as it is a pity that 
such an. element should enter into the cru- 
cial game of the year. The fouling of 
Eckersall by Curtis was too palpable to go 
unnoticed by the officials, and there was 
nothing else to do but rule him out of the 
game. His offense was made worse through 
the fact that he had been warned once tor 
rough tactics, but in spite of this he delib- 
erately fouled Eckersall. It seems the Chi- 
cago men had feared an injury to their 
quarter back, as Capt. Catlin came to me 
before the game started and asked me to 
make it clear to both teams that rough 
work would mean the exclusion of the of- 
fenders from the contest. I then told both 
Catlin and Norcross what their men could 
expect for intentional] fouls. EckKersall had 
punted, anu Curtis was too far off to hope 
to block the kick, but he charged through 
like a bull and threw his entire weight on 
the Chicago man long after the ball had 
been punted. I think his knee hit Eckersall 
in the head. At any rate, the little quarter 
was knocked out badly, and I sent Curtis 
from the field for his unprovoked assault. 
When I accepted the position of umpire I 
was determined to see a clean game, and 1 
believe I am upheld in my action by all true 
lovers of football. The Curtis incident was 
not the only offense of Michigan players, as 
I was obliged to warn Tom Hammond once 
for being unnecessarily rough.

“The ends, without being blocked, failed 
sometimes to get down on the ball, but that 
may have been due to a large extent by the 
speed of the kicks.

Answering a suggestion by the interviewer 
he laughingly admitted that he might ac- 
cept the mayoralty of Montelimar, his birth- 
place. He ridiculed the report that he would 

write his memoirs.

' when the proposition for the Philippines 
was first made it was proposed that the 
silver peso should have a nominal value of 
50 cents in gold, but it should be lighter by 
nearly 15 per cent than the Mexican silver 
dollar. Had this been done there would be 
no trouble now and the Philippine coins 
would have circulated in the islands without 
the necessity of prohibiting their exporta- 
tion, as has been done by the commission 
this winter, and without any danger of their 
going into the melting. pot. Congress was 
not wise then and a bitter fight was made on 
the coin recommended by the commission. , 
Smart legislators in the house developed an 
extraordinary amount of opposition and 
when there was a fall in silver later they car- 
ried their point and the Philippine peso was 
made to contain 416 grains of ‘silver, nine- 
tenths fine. 

This coin, with the Mexican dollar, is now 
in danger of extinction on account of the 
rise in the price of silver. In the meanwhile 
the Panama colin was authorized, collecting | 
less silver. It is still out of harm’s way and 
will remain so unless the advance in the 
price of the metal goes far beyond what any 
one expects. 

Hot Financial Debate Likely. 

Naturally, there will be a lively financial 
debate, and a good many I told you sos "’ 
on both sides of the house, when the recom- 
mendations of the Philippine commission and 
of the bureau of insular affairs come up for 
discussion. Included in the suggestion is the 
recommendation, reasonable enough. in itself 
but a remarkable reversal of wevious finan- 
cial conditions. It is sugge ted that the 
Philippine. government, in order to relieve 
the strain upon the silver currency, should 
be permitted to accept deposits of gold coin 
or bars and issue against them gold cer- 
tificates in convenient denominations of 
Philippine currency. 

In addition to that the commission has 
asked the aufhority of congress to accept the 


mit the Philippine government & its cption 
to redeem them either in silver or in the 
statutory equivalent in gold. 

This insular bimetallism at the option of 
the local government is so new a thing in our 
finance it is certain to provoke an extraor- 
dinary debate in the house, if it is ever recom- 
mended from the committee of ways and 
means. Something of that character-must 
be done or else the amount of silver in pesos 
will gave to be reduced to corre: pond with the 
Panama coin, which means the recoinage of 
all the Philippine silver, on which the mints 
have been working for years.

LOYAL TO HIGH IDEAL. 


Speakers at New York Meeting 
Extol Race’s Part in Repub- 
lic’s Growth. 


New York; Nov. 30.—The 250th anniversary 
of the first settlement of Jews in America 
was celebrated tonight by a great meeting 
in Carnegie hall, at which former President 
Grover Cleveland delivered the principal 
address. A letter from President Roosevelt 
was one of the principal features. Other ad- 
dresses were made by Jacob H. Schiff, who 
presided; Gov: Higgins, and Mayor McClel- 
lan. A telegram of congratulation from 
Vice President Fairbanks was read. 

“Mr. Schiff prefaced his presentation of the 
speakers with a short address, in closing 
which he said: 

“The brotherhood of man our prophets 
have taught us to look forward to stil re- 
mains a dream the realization of which the 
events of this month have once more removed 
into the distant future. Racial prejudice and 
hatred are still rampant; the Jew still re- 
maine the martyr whese life must be sacri- 
ficed so that freedom and enlightenment, for 
Wen he has ever battled, shall triumph 
even n darkest Russia. 

“ But though we sorrow, we feel that we 
should rejoke and celebrate, because Amer- 
ica did become in centuries gene by the home 
of people cf cur race and faith. and is now 
our own home and the home of our children. 

We who are Americans pledge ourselves 
anew upcn this momentous occasion to our 
tec citizens, frem whatever race they may 

Sprung or whatever faith they may 
profess, hat we ever stand ready to be one 
with them in every endeavor to further au- 
ment the greatness ‘cf thie cur beloved com- 
mon ecuntry and the’ respect in which it is 
12 throughout ther world.“

“In support of this statement it certainly 
cannot be amiss to qucte the following pas- 
sages from a letter addressed to Gen. Wash- 
ington after his election to the presidency, by 
the Jewish congrega.uon in Newport, R. I.: 

Deprived as we hitherto have been of the inalien- 
able rights of free-citizets. we now. with a deep 
sense of gratitude to the Almighty Disposer of all 
events, behold a government erected by the ma- 
esty of the people—a government which to bigotry 
gives no:sanction, to persecution no assistance, but 
generously affording to all liberty of conscience 
and tmmunities of citizenship. deeming «very one 
of whatever nation, tongue, and language—an 
equal part of the great government machine This 
so ample and ext«nsive federal union, whose base 


le philanthropy, mutual confidence. and public vir- 


tue, we cannot but acknowledge to de the work 
Of the great God who rules in the armies of the 
heavens. and among the inhabitants of the earth, 
doing whatever seemeth to him good. 

These expressions, besides bearing on the 
hearty participation of our Jewish fellow cit- 
nens in the patriotic sentiments of the time, 
iustrate how thoroughly they appreciated 
the new opportunities and the new security 
offered to them by a free, just. and pry 
government. * 


Help in Nation Building. 

“And thus it happened that the Jewish 
immigrants who were driven to our colonies 
by religious persecution, and their descend 
ants, have, under the kindly influence of tol; 
eration’ ard equality codperatcd in nation 
building with those of different religious 
faiths, whose ancestors, or they themselves, 
had also sought amid hard and inhospitable 
surroundings freedom to worship God. 

Jewish patriotism, which had been for 
denturties submerged, and smothered in 
homeless wanderings and natlonless exist- 
ence, in the more chéerfy) lisht and warmth 
of a safe abiding place, sprung up and 
flourished, It has been said: It you perse- 
cute you make slaves; only by deciaring 
equal rights for all will you make good cjti- 
zens. The rule that equality in right is es- 
sential to good citizenship hag never been 
detter supported than by the result ot accord- 
ing’ equal rights to the Jews who found a 
home on the soil of the United States. 

„Ido not overlook the fact that the full 
enjoyment by the Jews of religious and in- 
dystrial freedom was not without restraint 
or Umitation at the time of ‘their ‘first ar- 
rival. Nor am I in the least incllned to claim 

Eat Jewish characteristics or the Jewish re- 
igion are, og ever have been, absolutely pre- 
ventive of bad meh and bad citizens. It can- 
not be denied. however, that with even the 
limited equality of rights at first accorded to 

-he Jews by the American ‘coijonies; their 
Oyaliy and effective patriotism when net Ged 
were not wanting.

“MIDDY'S" CASE 1 ENDED 


MERIWETHER’S FATE IN THE 
HANDS OF THE COURT. . 


Counsel for Accused Declares if He Is 
Convicted of Anything More than 
Disorder He Will Be Made a Vicar- 
fous Sacrifice for a System Which 
Has Prevailed at the Naval Acad- 
emy for Generation imply Had 
to Fight. 


Annapolis, Md., Nov. 30.—The court martial 
of Midshipman Meriwether ended today with 
the argument of counsel. James Monroe 
for the defense contended that if Meriwether 
is convicted of anything more than disorder, 
he will be made a vicarious sacrifice for a 
system and for the sins of generations, if 
they be sins. A condition had been shown in 
this case which made it impossible that the 
accused should have refrained from the fight. 
It was clearly established, said Mr. Monroe, 
that fights for personab lnsults were not to be 
investigated, that officere advised fights, 
and that they have refused to punish figiters 
when they found that fights were on account 
of personel matters. Meriwether therefore 
had every reason to believe that fighte for 
personal reasons were not opposed. . 

Lieutenant Commander James K. Robin- 
son, also for the defense, said he was de- 
lighted that the autopsy had been asked and 
performed. It has made Meriwether 
that he did not cause Branch'e death and 
that was better than merely being acquitted 
on the ground of reasonable doubt. 


Declares Fighting*Illegal. 

Judge Advœate Marix, for the prosecution, 
said: 

Fighting is prohibited at the naval acad- 
emy, and every one knows it. Fights are 
condueted in secret, and this fight ‘was secret. 
A person is responsible for all the results con- 
nected with a wrongful act. For a set of 
young men to propose a brutal, beastly fight? 
is a fine thing to acknowledge or to offer as 
an excuse. A fist fight doesnot always show 
real courage. The best fist fighter might be 
the meanest coward in battle. A prise fighter 
is not a hero. 

“ The evidence has shown that Branch was 
not malicious, though his running may 
have been specially directed towards Meri- 
wether to some degree. It is the custom, I 
believe, for certain midshipmen to Girect 
their attention to certain lower class men. 
The acts of Mr. Branch along this line were 
not severe or unusual and do not constitute 
any mitigation.” 


Plain Law in the Case. 

United States District Attorney John Cc. 
Rose closed the case for the prosecution, 
He’said that fighting: ‘Was against the regu- 
lations of the navy and that even were kK not, 
the criminal law existing! Maryland at the 
time of the cession of the’ academy grounds 
to the government Still eVailed unless ex- 
pressly repealed. Thi r. Rose . tor 
bade fighting. - 

He then explained some of the 3 points 
touching the crime of manslaughter, de fin- 
ing it as the killing of one person by the un- 
lawful and wiliful, though not malicious, 
act of another. The question was whether 
or not Branch had been killed by having hit 
his head on the floor or by the direct blows of 
Meriwether’s fist, but it did not make @ 
particle of difference. The.crime of man- 
glaughter was made out just as well under 
one set of facts ae the other, as the death 
was clearly occasioned by the wrongful acts 
of the accused and he was responsible for all 
their consequences. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Rose’s remarks 
the court was cleared and the consideration 
of the verdict begun. 


RUSSIANS IN RIOT AT RACINE. 


Almost Mob Teamster Who Held Goods 
for Payment of Stolen 
Coat. 


Racine, Wis., Nov. 30.—[(Special.]—Racine 
experienced a Russian riot on Main street 
this afternoon. Tom Sullivan, a teamster, 
narrowly escaped being mobbed, policemen 
with drawn revolvers saving him. 

. Sixty Russians employed on the grading 
of a railway being bullt west quit work, 
came to the city, and were paid $4,000. Sul- 
livan was engaged to bring in their clothing 
and other baggage. He refused to give up 
the goods until the men paid him for a coat 
which he claimed they stole. The Russians 
grabbed the horse and pulled Sullivan from 
the wagon and proceeded to pound him. Of- 
ficer Lewis came up and the Russians 


threatened to make mincemeat of him. He. 


pulled his gun and held the mob at bay. 
Sullivan leaped thto the wagon and dreve 
at full speed to police headquarters. The 
Russians broke away from the officers, fol- 
lowing and yelling like Indians as they went.

Verdict of Suicide Returned. 

Dietrich was born in Germany, and came to 
Chicago with his family when he was a lit- 
tle boy, Of late years he had worked at his 
trade in various cities, his last place before 
he returned to Chicago three months ago 
having been in Omaha. Up to three weeks 
ago he had had a position in this city, but 
his relatives do not know where.

Liverpool Wheat Has a Small Advance

Duluth has 
received a third more than last season. Move- 
ment in Northwest would have been larger 
had cars been more plentiful.”’

LONDON, Nov. 80.—Money was in good demand 
for month end requirements and stock exchange 
pay day.
